O.S.R. 99 (E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (d), (e) and (f) of sub-section (2) of section 35 
and clause (c) of section 36 of the Administrative 'I'ribunal.s 
Act, 1985 (13 of 1985), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Central 
.Administrative Tribunal (Procedure) Rules, 1987, namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be culled the Central Adminis¬ 

trative Tribunal (Procedure) Amendment Rules, 
1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Chfioial Gazette, 

2. In rule 5 of the Central Administrative Tribunal 
(Procedure) Rules, 1987 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said rules).—

(ii) sub-rule (5) shall be omitted. 

3. In rule 11 of the said rules, in sub-rule (1), for clause 
(iv), the following clause shall be substituted, namely ;— 

"(iv) through the concerned head of Office of the 
same Departmrut.” 

4. In rule 12 of the said rules, after sub-rule (5), the 
following stub-rule shall be added, namely :— 

“(6) The Tribunal may permit the parties to amend 
the pleadings in the same manner as provided under 
Order 6, Rule 17 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908 (5 of 1908)”. 

5. In rule 16 the said rules, for subr-nile (2), the follow¬ 
ing sub-rule shall be substituted, nattiely :— 

“(2) Wheic an application has been heard ex-par to 

against a respondent or respondents, such respon¬ 
dent or respondents Inay apply within 30 days from 
the date of the order to the Tribunal for an order 
to set it aside and if such respondent or respondents

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that in cases covered by sub-rule (8)
